Atherican Cc vashed Rock Co. 
Locates Huge Plant Here 


and water from a forty-inch well will 
be used to wash the products 

The plant will be equipped with 
new and modern machinery and wilk 
manufacture nine rock products, 
which will supply the needs of all 
kinds of construction work. The 
output will go principally to railroads, 
municipalities and large contractors. 

Rock will first be taken from forty 
acres which lies between the P. BR. 
tracks and Tenth Street, and will be 
carried to the crushers, a distance of 
200 feet, by means of a conveyor belt 
which will pass under the P. KE. 
tracks. This tract will be stripped 
to a level. Manager Flynn and En 
gineer Richards stated that. an 
amusement park would tater be built 
on this tract and the ground parked 
and beautified, 

Work on the plant is going for 
ward rapidly and fifteen men are at 
work. ‘The crushers will be elevated 
to enable cars and trucks to be 
loaded by passing under. Cars will 
be switched by the company’s en- 
fines and every facility will be used 
to save labor and time in the han- 
dting of its products, 

In order to take care of flood wat- 
ers, a diteh will be dug from the 
northwestern part of the leased tract. 
to the main channel of the wash, 
which will also serve as a protection 
in case of high water at this point, 
The walk at the P. EK. tracks will 
be extended south to a point below 
the plant of the company to. pre- 
vent an overflow from the main 
channel. 

Surveys have been made by engin 
eers for the Santa Fe and Pacifie 
Klectrie for switeh tracks to. their 
main lines and the tracks will) be 
laid at an early date 

When ready to operate the com 
pany will employ fifty men and the 
industry will be a decided advantage 
to this vicinity. Rock for street and 
construction work of all kinds will 
be available at a considerable sav 
ing It now costs 50 cents per ton 
to bring rock to Upland from a 
radius of fifty miles, and ai food 
grade cannot always be obtained A 
good pert of this expense will be 
saved when the new plant is in 
operation.
